• Phragmites: DPW may try to collect the dead stalks Feb. 25. Jane to confirm the date. Some 
stalks have already been knocked down by abutters. 

• Next summer's phragmites treatment for Spy Pond is covered by the three-year contract that Gerry 
Smith of ACT has with the Town. The 2009 treatment cost $3100. Donations were $9100; we have about 
$5000 left. 

• Other needs: The Res has water chestnuts and maybe more; Hills Pond also has weed problems. Mill 
Brook: Teresa DeBenedictis wants the situation of the brook explored before trying for any grants 
for a linear park. 

• Waterbodies fund has about $41,000; we will ask the Fin Com for $15,000 again. 

• Weed alert flyer: Dick Terry is working on the final draft, will bring it to the March 9 meeting 
for distribution if arrangements with the Workplace students cannot be made. The spring 
Neighborhood Newsletter has already been distributed.
